OCEAN FLIERS 
FORCED DOWN; 
ESCAPE DEATH 


N ew York-to-R o m e 
Flight Upset Due to 
Broken Connect­ 
ing Line. 


TAKE 32 HOURS 
FOR OCEAN HOP 


Lahinch, May 16 (AP).—Barely 
escaping 
a 
plunge Into the sea. j 
George R, Pond and Cesare Sabelli 
brought their Rome-bound mono- ! 
plane to earth on a sandbank near j 
here early Tuesday night. 
Tile main connection between the J 
gasoline tank and motor of the craft , 
broke just before tile New York 
flyers came down on a small field 
about an acre in size. 
Forced to cut off their motor, the 
flyers ran their big orange plane 
into a sandbank, causing some dam ­ 
age to the undercarriage. 
In Air 32 Hours 
They landed at 8:30 p. rn. local 
time (2:30 p. rn. eastern standard 
time), 32 hours and 6 minutes a ft­ 
er taking off from Floyd Bennett 
airfield at 6:24 a. rn. (E.S.T.) Mon­ 
day. 
Although defeated in their a t­ 
tem pt at a non-stop New York-to- 
Rome flight, they completed 
the 
season's first crossing of the At­ 
lantic. 
No plane has ever success- ; 
fully made the non-stop journey to I 
Rome from America. 
Had the gasoline line of the Pond- 
Sabelli plane broken ten minutes 
earlier, the flyers would have been 
forced down before raching 
the 
rock-mound coast of County Clare, j 
one of the wildest areas iii the B rit­ 
ish Isles. 
Pond's “Worst Experience” 
“It was the worst experience I 
ever had,” said Pond, after walking 
two miles to Lahinch, where the 
flyers rested at a hotel. 
"We saw* absolutely nothing from 
the time we left Newfoundland un­ 
til reaching Ireland. We encounter­ 
ed much fog and a very strong, j 
veering wind.” 
The flyers sought aid from Bal- 
donnel airfield, Dublin, and an air j 
corps unit was .sending a mechanic 
to help repair the plane. 
May Continue Today 
They hoped repairs would be com­ 
pleted today in time for a take-off 
for Rome before nightfall. 
Both flyers appeared quite fresh 
despite their sleepless vigil. A crowd 
quickly gathered at the hotel when 
It became known they had landed. 
Sabelli. in his version of the flight, 
said “after about twenty-three hours 
of blind flying, trouble developed 
with the engine. 
We lowered the 
plane and at first thought of a t­ 
tempting to alight in the sea. 
Machine Gains Altitude 
"Fortunately, the trouble cleared 
up and the machine gained altitude 
again, 
"At another stage of the flight the 
gasoline line choked, but Pond, with 
great 
courage, left 
the 
cockpit, 
climbed out to the reserve tank and 
cleared 
the 
flow. 
Otherwise we 
would have been forced down in the 
Atlantic.” 
Sabelli 
said 
they sighted land 
j shortly before dusk. 
Saw Cottages From Air 
"We were flying low enough to see 
cottages below us,” he said. “From 
our bearings the land was obviously 
Ireland, so without delay we carne 
down after being in the air more 
than thirty hours.” 
A member of the civic guard ut 
Lahinch said the first information 
regarding the flyers was brought by 
themselves when they walked into 
town. 
"They 
looked 
well, 
although 
tired,” he said. "Their gasoline was 
almost exhausted when they land­ 
ed. 
They came down easily, but 
after touching tin* ground, struck 
a ditcli and damaged the under­ 
carriage.”
